~ Farmor, applied for « mandamus directing 
the Acting Polfce Magistrate to issue a 
warrant to search the ateamsbip Anadyr, 
rales Ing ‘to the Measageries . Mititimes) 
‘or opium. 7 

The Hon. the Acting Putsne Judge (J. 
J. Francis, Kaq.,) ssid :— 

1, Under the provisions of the opiam or- 
dinances 1868 and 1879, Mr Ban Hop is-the 
grantee, in consideration of very heavy: 
monthly payments into the Colonial Trea~ 
eury, of the exclasive privilege of. preparing 

selling prepared-opinm within this oo- 
. lony ond of exporting from the Colony pre- 
pared opium. ; 

2. For tho better protection of tho Mono- 

list and to enable him to enforce his rights 
tis forbidden by Section 8 of Ordinance 
2 of 1868, for any person to ‘brin 


‘into this Colony or the waters thereof, 
or—except in cases to which Section vii. 
applies—have in his ‘possession or custody 
within the same any prepared Opium”; 
and power is given the Polico Magistrates 
by Beotion 9 of Ordinance 2 of 1858, on 
lawful evidence being lnid before them, to 
issue their warrant authorising a search in 
any house, place or vessel within this Colony 
or the waters thereof for prepared opium 
introduced into the Colony without the li- 
censo of the Opium Farmer and in violation 
of the provisions of Section 8 of Ordinance 2 
of 1858, es 

8, Tho prosent Opium Farmer having re- 
ceived information that 22 piculs of prepar- 
ed opium had been brought into this harbour 
from Shanghai in the steam-ship Anadyr, 
and that the opium in question was on. 
board the said steamer in our waters, ap- 

lied on the 6th instant to one of. the - Police 
Krogistrates for a search warrant under the 
provisions of the ordinance.in question, 

4, "As appears by the affidavit of Ng Mun 
Kwan filed in-support of the present motion 
the Aoting Magistrate refused to grant the 
warrant asked for on the ground that the 
esteam-ship Anadyr waa o French Mail 
steamer and was therefore. entitled to the 
atatus and to all the privileges of a man-of-, 
wor, and that he had therefore no jurisdio- 
tion over her. 

&. The Acting Police Magistrate has, 
moreover, informed the Court that on the 
evidence laid before him by the Opium 
Farmer he would have immediately granted 
a search warrant in tho case of any ordinary 
trading steamer, ‘nnd that he refused the 
warrant solely on the grounds of his sup- 
posed want of jurisdiction over the steamer 
Anadyr. 

6. Application is now mado to this Court

«7. The first application made to the Court 

in this matter was on an ez parte motion b; 
Mr Ng Choy as Counsel for the Opium 
Farmer, for a Rule Nisi addressed to the 
Police Mogistrate calling on him to show 
cause ‘why a writ of mandamus should not 
issue commanding bim to issue the scaroh 
warrant prayed for. 

8. The affidavits (two) filed in support of

ing to this Court for a Writ of Mandamus. 
All the‘elements exist in this case which au- 
thorise the application for the Prorogative 
Writ in question. There is-a.public duty 
imposed on the Magistrate; dright in the 
present applicant to claim the performanco 
of that duty ; a distinct application to tho 
Magistrate .to act, and a distinct refusal on 


thie part for réssons assigned. There is no 


other remedy open-to the Opium Farmer for 
the alleged wrong done him by the Magis- 
trato’s refusal. _ Thero is thercfore o proper 
caso for an application for a Mandamus. 
There is no question here of whether thero 
is or is not prepared opium on board the 
Anadyr in fact, or whether its being there, 
if any is there, is or is not justifiable. The 
question now is og al hasthe Opiam Farmer 
a right or ot to have a search instituted 
for opium believed, on reasonable grounds, 
to be in the Anadyr and to bo thero in 
breach of the Ordinance ? 

14, Tho only quostion therefore for the 
Court is simply this,—Was tho Magistrate 
right or wrong in the conclusion at which 
he @rrived and on which he based his refusal 
to grant a search warrant—that conolusion 
being that the steamship Anadyr is entitled 
to the status and privileges of a man-of-war 
and is, thercforc, exempt by law from his 
jurisdiction ? If, in point of law the Anadyr 
is entitled to the status and privileges of a 
msn-of-war in this port, then the Magistrate 
was right in his conclusion that he had no 
duriediativa, and the Rule must be refused. 

f, on the other hand, eho is not so entitled 


‘in point of law, sho is subject to the juris- 


diction of the Magistrate, and the Rule must 
go, because the right of the Opium Farmer to 
tho warrant he asks for is, under the cir- 
oumstances, otherwise clear. 

15, Tho Acting Attorney General on be- 
half of the Crown puts in a Convention be- 
tweon the Governments of England and 
France, dated ‘the 24th September 1856, 
published in the Hongkong Government 
Garotte of November 1872, by the 5th olauso 
of which it is agreed between the high con- 
traoting parties that— : 

“When the packeta employed by the British 
Post Office or by the French Post Offico in 
execution of Articles I and IE of the present 
Convention aro national vessels, tho property of 
Government, or vessels chartered or subsidized 
by Government, they shall be considered and 
treated as vessels of war, in the ports of the two 
countries at which they regularly or accidentally 
touch, and be there ontitled to the samo honoura 
and privileges. 

“ Thoto packets shall be exempted in tho said 
ports, as well upon their ontrance as upon their 
departure, from all tonnage, navigation, and 
port duos; excepting, however, the vessels 

hted-or subadizod by Government, whie 
must pay -such-dues in those ports where they 
are levied on behalf of corporations, private 
companies, or individuals. 

“ They shall not on any account be diverted 
from their especial duty, or be liable to deten- 
tion, embargo, or arrét de Prince.” 


16, The Attorney General submits that 
the steamship .dnadyr comes within the 
desoription of vessela mentioned in olauses 

‘os. 1 aod 2 of this Convention, and tha 
therefore she is entitled to the: privileges, 
stipulated for in clause 5, e 

17, Itis admitted that the Anadyr is not a 
‘national vessel’ entitled under tho ordin- 
ary rules of International Law and therefore 
in-the view of the Common Law to the pri- 
vilege of exemption from the Jurisdiction of 
the Courts of this Colony, and that unless 
she is within the Convention she is not pri- 
vileged.. It ia sworn to in the affidavits 
before ua that she is the property of a pri- 
vate trading company and not of the French 
Republio, and that statement has not, been 
and I believe cannot be denied, 

18, The Court has therefore to interpret 
the Convention and to say if the Anadyr is 
or is not within the terms of it, the applicant 
in this case contending as against the Crown 
that she isnot. Itis however further con- 
tended on behalf of the Opium Farmer that, 
even if the Anadyr is within the terms of 
the Convention and entitled by Treaty be- 
tween England and France to have accorded 
to her in all English. ports the status and 
privileges of a mau-of-war, no legislative 
sanction has been given to the terms of that 
Convention, -and that “it is not compe- 
tent to the Crown, without the au- 
thority of Parliament, to olothe such a 
vessel with the immunity of a foreign ship- 
of-war so os to deprive a British subject” 
of any rights he may have against her, or 
to oust the Courts of this Colony of the 
Jurisdiction they would have over her, 
while within colonial waters. In support of 
this. contention Mr Ng Choy oites the very 
important judgment of Sir Robert Philli- 
more, in the recent case of the Parlement 
Beige (Law Reports, P.D. vol. iv., p. 144.) 

19.-In reply the Acting Attorney General 
submits that, however applicable that case 
may be in England, it does not apply in a 
Crown Colony, where the power of the 
Crown is far greater than in England; and 
secondly, that in the case of the Parlement 
Beige, a case inthe Admiralty Division of the 
High Court arising ont of a collision, there 
was a manifest injury dond to a British 
subject, for whioh redress was being sought, 
and that in this.oase the applicant, the 
Opium Farmer, has suffered ant oan suffer 
no. loss, as the opium said to be on board is 
simply in transit through the port énd is not- 
to be Janded here. : 


20, Lo deal with this latter point firat— 
I am of opinion, after. careful consideration 
of the Opium Ordinances, that the Opium 
Farmer has a right to prevent thé entrance 
into the Colony or the waters thereof 
of prepared. opium for any purpose what~ 
soever and to demand pyrene to him of a 
feo if for any’ reason he thinks fit to permit 
that importation in any particular onse. I 
am also of opinion that where there are rea- 
sonable grounds for- believing that that 
right has been infringed, he -is entitled to 
‘a searoh werrant and to have the opium 
seized and confiscated to his use if found, 
Tf a claim to bring prepared opium into 
the waters of the Colony without the sanc- 
tion ofthe Opium Farmer and without hia 
Knowledge, under the alleged right to free 
transit, were admitted, it would I am 
afraid bo Very difficult for him to 
Prevent that right being made use. of

Mandalay, December 8.—An attempt to 
| put an end to Theebaw’s reign was said to 
ve been made by means of witchcraft by 
an old maid of honour named Kiui Hpaw 
assisted by her two sons Moung Mwah and 
Moung Htssihe. This old lady had been 
the nurse of the older sister of tho King’s 
favorito Queen, who,. although sho had 
been formally installed as tho chief Queen 
of Burmah and married to Theebaw, had 
had no intercourse with him, beth enter- 
taining a personal dislike for one another. 
The Bormese believe in the might of this 
inasmuch as their beleif is 
strengthened by the fact of troubles of 
greater importance ig; requiring the 
attention -of the British Government in 
some other quarter and thus onitting to 
question about Burma. This. belief is 
again doubly strengthened since attempts to 
harm him have come to light and the per. 
patrators been detected and punished, The

tatooed on her forehead the word ‘' Rebel,” 
her head being also shaved and sho herself 
gent to lead the life of a nun at, Ssgyne for’ 
the remainder of her. days, her two sous 
have been transported to Mogoung.
